Six hundred and _ thirteen 
bodies were recovered up to yes- 
terday noon in Nagoya’s most 
heavily devastated wards of 
Minato and Minami. 


The Nagoya health authori- 
ties yesterday reported 135 sus- 
pected dysentery cases which 
broke out in the flooded areas 
of the city. 


Service on the Tokaido trunk 
line was fully restored yester- 
day after being disrupted for 
four days as a result of typhoon 
damage. Trains, however, 
were running two to four 
hours behind schedule. 


The Yokohama 1 Dis- 
trict Headquarters of the Mari- 
time Self-Defense Force has 
dispatched a fleet of eight ves- 
sels to typhoon stricken areas 
of Aichi and Mie prefectures 
to help in rescue operations. 


The Ground Self-Defense 
Force has mobilized 9,000 of- 
ficers and men, 19 helicopters 
and 10 transport planes for res- 
cue and reconstruction opera- 
tions in the typhoon-hit areas 
of Mie, Aichi and Gifu. 


It also has sent 1,000 20-liter 
cans of drinking water, to the 
disaster areas. 


In response to the request by 
the Nagoya Municipal Govern- 
ment, the Yokohama Municipal 
Fire Department yesterday 
chartered about 100 vessels 
from the city’s fishing coopera- 
tives and shipped them in eight 
trucks to Nagoya. 


These small craft are to be 
used for liaison with Nagoya’s 
Minato and Minami wards now 
under water. 


The Japan Telegraph and 
Telephone Corporation an- 
nounced yesterday that about 
120,000 telephones were out of 
order in the Tokai area. 


It also announced that about 
200,000 telegrams to and from 
Nagoya were piled up at the 
Tokyo, Osaka and Nagoya tele- 
gram offices. 

A total of 3,273 public schools 
in 10 prefectures, including -To- 
kyo, were damaged by Vera, 
according to reports received by 
the Education Ministry as of 
yesterday noon.

Longpre Decides 
Not to Appeal

Airman 3.C. Peter E. 
Longpre yesterday decided 
to serve his 10-month pri- 
son sentence for accidental- 
ly shooting a Japanese 
music student. 

Longpre’s Japanese attor- 
ney, Makoto Takeuchi said 
the 20-year-old airman de- 
cided not to appeal to the 
Tokyo Higher Court's rejec- 
tion last week of his appeal 
to overturn the 10-month 
sentence imposed by a low- 
er court. 

The attorney said Long- 
pre probably will begin 
serving his sentence within 
two or three days when the 
Tokyo Higher Court com- 


pletes processing the docu- 4 


ments. 
Longpre was convicted 
by the Urawa District Court 


last May of “professional 
negligence resulting in 
death.” 


He pleaded guilty to ac- 
cidentally discharging his 
carbine while on guard 
duty Sept. 7, 1958 at near- 
by Johnson Air Base. The 
bullet fatally wounded 
Yoshiyuki Miyamura, 22, 
who was passing through 
the base on a train. Long- 
pre could have received a 
three vears imprisonment.

The Government yesterday 
took immediate relief measures 
to alleviate the plight of vic- 
tims of the devastating 
Typhoon No. 15 (Vera). 


Prime Minister Nobysuke 
Kishi urged Construction Min- 
ister Isamu Murakami to work 
out a crash program of con- 
crete flood control. 


Among projects given top 
Government priority was es- 
tablishment of a Central Japan 
Disaster Countermeasures Head- 
quarters to map rehabilitation 
plans for the typhoon-ravaged 
Chubu district. 

The headquarters to be locat- 
ed in Nagoya will be headed by 
Deputy Prime Minister Shuji 
Masutani and Autonomy Agency 
Director Kanichiro Ishihara as 
his assistant. 


Ishihara was scheduled to 
leave Tokyo for Nagoya last 
night, while Masutani is due to 
go to the storm-ridden city 
Oct. 2. 


The Cabinet also approved a 
plan to set up a disaster 
rehabilitation policy council 
and another plan calling for 
Government agencies to pre- 
pare for presentation of a 
supplementary budget for 
damage rehabilitation to the 
next extraordinary Diet. The 
projected council will be head- 
ed by Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Etsusaburo Shiina and com- 
posed of vice ministers of the 
ministries concerned.

Communist China assumed a 
complete holiday air Tuesday as 
it awaited the arrival of: Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev. 

The official ceremonies of the 
world’s largest nation’s 10th an- 
niversary of Communist rule 
were opened Monday by Chair- 
man Liu Shao-chi. 


Though words of congratula- 
tion and praise from Communist 
leaders throughout the world, 
many of them already in Pel- 
ing, flowed from the Hsinhua 
News Agency and radio reports, 
the big moment still was the 
arrival of the No. 1 Soviet leader 

Khrushchev was scheduled to 
arrive in Peiping Wednesday. 


The grand rally at the new 
assembly hall of the National 
People’s Congress which opened 
Monday, was continued Tues- 
day afternoon with more 
speeches and greetings from 
the visiting delegates, Hsinhua 
News Agency reported. 


Nelson Clarke, leader of the 
Canadian Labor - Progressive 
Party delegation and editor in 
chief of the Canadian Tribune, 
Official organ of the party, took 
the floor first, the agency said. 

Chinese Party and Govern- 
ment leaders and “many dis- 
tinguished guests” mounted the 
rostrum as the rally resumed, 
the agency added.

In Algiers, Robert Martel, na- 
tional president of the popular 
movement of May 13, said, “I 
do not recognize that a pseudo 
rebel government has the right 
to concern itself with French 
policy in Algeria. Its declara- 
tions can only interest a tiny 
minority of assassins. ... It's 
up to the French Army and its 
chiefs.” 


Other rightwing reaction was 
similar in Algeria. But in gen- 
eral some observers saw a sort 
of relaxation of tension among 
the settlers because they -felt 
the rebels’ counterproposals so 
out of line as to be completely 
unacceptable to De Gaulle. 


Meanwhile, in Tunis a rebel 
minister said “the answer now 
is up to De Gaulle.” 


Mohamed Yazid, rebel “infor- 
mation minister,” prepared to 
return to New York to direct 
lobbying in the United Nations 
before it takes up the Algerian 
problem.

The National Labor 
Party is a small splinter group 
of the left, originally formed a 
generation ago. 

He was among the men ar- 
rested. His son, Peter, 18, and 
the candidate's brother, Fred 
Webster, an ex-boxing cham- 
pion, also were arrested. 

Nearly 150 police and the fire 
brigade were called to restore 
order at the meeting. Stewards 
tried to barricade the doors 
with chairs but the crowd burst 
through “by sheer weight of 
numbers,” said an eyewitness. 
Blows were exchanged, win- 
dows were broken and furni- 
ture smashed. 

The audience—about 50 Ne- 
groes and 100 Whites—were 
bombarded with bags of flour.

Eisenhower Signs 
$3 Billion Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Pres!- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
signed Monday a $3%,225,813,000 
U.S. foreign aid bill. This is 
$704,182,000 shy of the amount 
he recommended for military 
and economic aid to countries 
friendly to the United States. 

One provision in the bill seeks 
to tighten American congres- 
sional control over U.S. spend- 
ing abroad, 

The bill carries $695 million 
in defense support—economic 
aid for allies—of which $45 mil- 
lion is for Spain where the 
United States has important 
bases. 

Funds for economic develop- 
ment loans abroad are. limited 
to $550 million this year. Eisen- 
hower had asked $700 million 
for this year and $500 million 
for fiscal year 1961.

Kishi said. ultraleftist  ele-

ing to alienate Japan from the 
U.S. and force this country to 
take a neutral and pro-Commu- 
nist policy. 


He said he was determined to 
defeat such attempts with the 
cooperation of “a great number 
of sensible people.” 


| Kishi made the statement at 
a meeting with the presidents 
of prefectural chambers of 
commerce and industry held at 
the Akasaka Prince Hotel under 
the sponsorship of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party’s National 
Organization. Committee. 


Referring to the joint com- 
munique issued by U.S. Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, the Prime Minis- 
ter said East-West summit 
meetings are desirable and the 
more frequently they, are held 
the better. 

He added that he hoped such 
meetings will lead to the settle- 
ment of the German and Berlin 
problems, disarmament and 
other issues pending between 
the East and West. 

Kishi said, however, that he 
did not think that one or two 
‘such meetings will be sufficient 
to reach settlement of these is- 
sues.

Police Break Up 


Narcotics Ring 

YOKOHAMA—Police  yester- 
day arrested 31 men and four 
women for alleged trafficking in 
heroin.

a broker here. 


The ring, police said, has so 
far netted about ¥20 million 
from the sale of heroin. 


The Mitsubishi Mining Co.

He said there was no room 
left. for reconsideration so far 
as the employes of the colliery 
continue to oppose its sale. 

The Mitsui and Sumitomo 
mining companies had earlier 
decided RP offering their 
bids. 

JINR President Shinji Sogo 
told the press yesterday after- 
noon that he would consult the 
Government to cope with the 
new situation. 

He said two steps may be 
considered: (1) to continue op- 
erations by keeping down de- 
ficit to the minimum through 
personnel retrenchment and 
other methods, and (2) to aban- 
don it alsogether. 

Sogo said he intended to set- 
tle the problem through con- 
sultations with the Govern- 
ment. 

He added that he had no in- 
tention of resigning from his 
post because of three mining 
companies had dechined to take 
part in the bidding. 

Meanwhile, the National Rail- 
way Workers Union's central 
executive committee yesterday 
called off slowdown and other 
harassing actions which it had 
' scheduled for today and tomor- 
row in protest against JNR’s 
plan to sell the Shime mine to 
private interests. 

The committee also issued a 
statement demanding the resig- 
nation of the JNR president. 

Union executives will meet in 
Tokyo on Oct. 21 and 22 to dis- 
cuss future strategy for block- 
ing the sale of the Shime col- 
liery. 

Three thousand JNR workers 
and union sympathizers staged 
a demonstration in front of the 
JNR building and the head of- 
fice of the Mitsubishi Mining Co.

IFC Reports on Extension | 


Of Activities 
wit 

The third annual report of 
the International Finance Cor- 
poration, covering operations 
during the period from July 1, 
1958, to June 30, 1959, em phasiz- 
ed that IFC is ar internationa! 
investment institution with 
capital of $94 million subscribed 
by 57 member governments. It 
is closely affiliated with the 
World Bank? but its operations 
are distinct as IFC deals ex- 
clusively with private business. 

Its purpose is to further eco- 
nomic development in its deve- 
loping member countries by in- 
vesting—without government 
guarantee—in productive pri- 
vate enterprises in association 
with private capital and man- 
agement. 


IFC is essentially an_ invest- 
ing rather than a Jernfling in- 
stitution, and it judges projects 
on the basis of their merits as 
investments for private capital. 
It supplements rather than 
competes with private capital. 
It does not exercise manage- 
ment functions. 


Dealing with private business, 
it does not invest in enterprises 
which are government owned 
and operated, or in enterprises 
in which the government par- 
ticipates in the management to 
any significant extent. However, 
an enterprise in which some 
public funds have been invest- 
ed is not necessarily precluded 
from being financed by IFC if 
the enterprise is essentially pri- 
vate in character. 

A project must be located in 
a member country. or in a de- 
pendent territory of a member 
country. IFC invests only in the 
less developed areas—Africa, 
Asia, Australia, Latin America, 
the Middle East, and a few 
areas in Euro 

IFC invests in’ enterprises 
which are predominantly in- 
dustrial (manufacturing, pro- 
cessing, mining,) either for the 
expansion or improvement of 
an existing enterprise, or the 
creation of a new one. 

In most cases, it is not prac- 
tical for IFC to make an invest- 
ment in enterprises which will 
have total assets of less than 
about $500,000. 

Generally, an IFC investment 
does not exceed U.S. $2 to $3 
million. Larger investments are 
considered in special cases. 

The report contains details of 
assistance given to Australia, 
Brazil, Chile, Colombia, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, India, 
Iran, Mexico, Pakistan and Thai- 
land. 

Net income for the year end- 
ed June 30, 1959, was $1,740,000 
compared with $2,358,000 for the 
previous year.

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Berlin Crisis Obviated? 


The most significant development arising from Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’'s visit to the United States and his 
talks with President Eisenhower is the possibility of a 
peaceable end to all the turmoil over Berlin. 

It appears that the two statesmen agreed last Sunday 
before Mr. Khrushchev’s departure for Moscow to reopen 
formal negotiations on Berlin, possibly at a summit meet- 


ing before President Eisenhower visits Moscow n 
President Eisenhower declared Monday that the 


spring. 
reat to 


Berlin no longer existed and his personal conditions for 
holding a summit conference had been met, but he declin- 


ed to say in so many words 


that the Soviet Premier had 


given him personal assurances which amounted to lifting 


the Berlin threat. 


There is reason for believing, however, that the Pres- 
ident’s reading of Mr. Khrushchev’s attitude on Berlin is 
correct, so far as any forceful Russian action is concerned, 
although it appears certain that the Soviet Premier has in 
no way changed his basic convictions about the position. 


of Berlin. What 


change-in his 


attitude is involved is 


probably one of method rather than of ultimate objective. 

President Eisenhower reveals that he agreed with Mr. 
Khrushchev that the Berlin situation is abnormal—because 
of the existence of a free city 110 miles inside Communist 
territory—and he feels that some system must be found 


which will be acceptable to both sides. 


But in case anyone 


should be fearful on this score, a statement has been issued 
from the White House making it clear that the freedom 
of the people of West Berlin is not going to be abandoned 


or Allied rights surrendered 


by any unilateral action. 


Mr. Khrushchev, on his part, is protesting that no 
threat or ultimatum was ever intended over Berlin, but 
there seems little doubt that the Soviet Government at 
one time believed that a threatening attitude, wedded to 
a definite time limit, would succeed in dislodging the Al- 
lies from West Berlin and ensuring the eventual handing 
over of the area to the East German Communist regime. 
Little is known at present of the reactions of that regime 
to the Eisenhower-Khrushchev talks at Camp David, but 
the German Communist leaders are unlikely to be pleased 
at the prospect of a modified attitude by Moscow on Berlin. 
They must, of course, accept anything which Moscow’ is 
prepared to give them, and will doubtless conceal any dis- 
satisfaction they may feel at the turn events seem to be 


taking. ° 


There is a suspicion that-the suddenly exacerbated 
situation originally arose through these men urging Mos- 
cow to give them a sop in the way of handing them West 
Berlin. No doubt they thought it would be easy going, but 
through Allied firmness the plan miscarried. 


Behind the Berlin issue, looms the continued division 


of Germany into two parts. 


If Germany could be peace- 


fully reunited, there need no longer be any Berlin problem. 
East and West Berlin could be reunited, and the city again 


made the capital of Germany. 


As we see it, the reunifica- 


tion of Germany is the most important issue in Europe 
and the one on which amicable relations among the na- 
tions on that continent depend. So long as it is shelved, 
it is doubtful if any conferences, at the summit or other- 
wise, can really ensure the peace of. Europe, and unless 
the peace of Europe is ensured, the tranquility of the whole 


world is in jeopardy. 


If Germany were reunited on a sound, democratic basis, 
with all its frontiers agreed upon, not only would the Berlin 
problem disappear but some progress would be possible on 


disarmament. 


The present situation in Germany, and the 


uncertainty as to what future developments may be, is a 
direct discouragement to any of the nations concerned to 


reduce their armaments. 


This position, which seems clear 


enough to us, logically leads us to presupfiose that action 
must be taken by the powers first to settle all questions 
relating to Germany and then to proceed to some practica- 
ble measures for quantitative disarmament. 


To secure progress in European disarmament, we be- 
lieve it is essential that the boundaries of a reunited Ger- 


many should be drawn so as to be acceptable to all. 


So 


long as any country entertains fears of a future attempt 
to obtain for Germany territory she once owned, and has 
lost through the_last war, it is unlikely that disarmament 


can make much progress. 


The broad outlines of the postwar situation in Europe 
are fairly clear—clear enough to show the order in which 


European problems should be dealt with.

- Unfortunately, although there are many conferences 
and much talk, there is a failure to face resolutely the 


issues at stake. Moscow has 


in the past taken advantage 


of this but the Western powers might have shown more 


sagacity. 


- Prestige of Law at Stake? 


Much Publicized Defeats of Prosecutor Raise Apprehension 


Last Wednesday, the Hiro- 
shima Higher Court gave out 
a decision which profoundly 
shocked many of the involved 
and raised the apprehension of 
those concerned about a certain 
alarming trend in the nation’s 
judiciary system. 

After a retrial, following a 
Supreme Court ruling, of the 
famous Yakai murder case, the 
court of appeals pronounced in- 
nocent four of the original five 
men charged with the brutal 
killing of an aged couple which 
occurred in a small community 
called Yakai, Yamaguchi Prefec- 
ture, in January 1951. 

Immediately after the com- 
mission of the crime, the local 
police, then part of the enfeebl- 
ed National Rural Police, ar- 
rested five men and elicited con- 
fessions to the murder and 
burglary. When they went on 
trial, however, the accused all 
repudiated their earlier confes- 
sions and insisted upon their 
innocence, The court sentenc- 
ed four, including Akira Yoshi- 
oka, to life while sentencing 
Shuhei Ato to death. 


"‘kerms Reduced 

The defense appealed the case 
to the Higher Court at Hiro- 
shima, which upheld the sen- 
tences of guilty but reduced the 
terms for the three others, ex- 
cluding Yoshioka and Ato, to 
12 to 15 years. Yoshioka began 
serving his life term, while the 
four others, including the one 
with death sentence: appealed to 
the Supreme Court, 

And now the Hiroshima High- 
er Court revised its own earlier 
decision to clear the four men 
of any suspicion of complicity, 
holding that Yoshioka alone per- 
petrated the heinous crime. 

The decision on the Yakai 
case is but the latest in a series 
of similarly humiliating defeats 
the Government prosecutors 
have suffered of late. _ There 
were, for instance, the Futamata 
and Sachiura cases, and more 
recently the Supreme Court 
ordered a retrial of the per- 
haps most celebrated postwar 
criminal cases—the Matsukawa 
case—after a seven to five de- 
cision. 

Consequences Serious 

What is the impact of this 
kind of judiciary development? 

In the views of the profes- 
sionals in the field, a number 
of possible consequences, which 
have already become palpable, 
are conceivable, 

Firstly, the morale of the na- 
tion’s law enforcement agents 
is adversely affected. When 
their laborious but thankless 
task, much of which consists 
of leg work and other types of 
sheer manual labor, seemingly 
goes to waste, it is natural that 
the police would be deprived 
of incentive for their basic in- 
vestigative work and prosecu- 
tors tend to prefer not filing in- 
dictments, 

In the same area, another ill 
effect may show itself: the police 
investigators and prosecutors 
become insensitive to “losing” 
their cases in the court, This 
in turn may foster an attitude 
of filing indictments haphazard- 
ly. 

What is perhaps the more 
serious of the consequences of 
too frequent setbacks for the 
prosecutors is the public dis- 
trust of the law enforcement 
agents and also of the courts, 

The prestige of law too is 
made precarious partly because 
of the way the reversal of ori- 
ginal sentences is given undue 
prominence by the mass media. 

What is generally forgotten is 
the meaning of Art. 336 of the 
Criminial Procedure Law: “When 
a case does not constitute a 
crime or when proof of guilt is 
lacking, the accused shall be

Khrushchev’s Visit 
The visit to the United States 
by Premier Nikita Khrushchev

Ishibashi Statement 


A very positive attitude is 
being.taken in a series of utter- 
ences by former Prime Minister 
Tanzan Ishibashi, who returned 
from Peiping Saturday. He 
said that he was “determined 
to push through the restoration 
of JapanCommunist Chinese 
relations at the earliest date,” 
in a statement on his arrival. 
He has since reiterated this 
stand on several occasions. 
Though the inflexible “wait-and- 
see” policy of the Kishi Cabinet 
must certainly be _ restudied 
now, Ishibashi’s excessive con- 
fidence is dangerous since he 
seems to forget the delicate po- 
sition in which Japan is placed. 
Despite the thawing of interna- 
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tional tensions, concrete ways 
and means for peace @re yet to 
be worked oyt between the two 
camps. If Japan took a careless 
stand in regard to the Commu- 
nist Chinese problem in this 
still difficult atmosphere, it 
would worsen its diplomatic re- 
lations and invite internal poli- 
tical confusion. If Ishibashi 
continues to behave in this way, 
he would be criticized as being 
the slave of factional strife. The 
former Prime Minister must ex- 
press his views after paving 
due considerations to the Gov- 
ernment and the Tory party.—

3-Point Policy 

The Saiken Doshikai (Re 
construction Society) of the So- 
cialist Party, recently organiz- 
ed by the right-wing Nishio fac- 
tion and some neutral members 
of the party, announced its 
three-point policy.

pronounced not guilty.” 

This means that quite apart 
from the “truth” of a case, if 
the court finds no proof, accord- 
ing to the relevant laws, of the 
accused having committed the 
crime for which he is indicted, 
then he must be acquitted. 

As exemplified by the cases 
tried under this criminal proce- 
dure law, a man is “innocent” 
unless his guilt is proven 100 
per cent. When it is only 99 
per cent, he is just as “inno- 
cent” as when the figure is 
zero, 

And yet in the eyes of the 
naive public, a man pronounced 
innocent after years of trials, 
merely because of a lack of suf- 
ficient evidence for his guilt, 
seems often to emerge as a 


more moral and upright man 
than another who has never 
been involved in a_ criminal 
case. 


Public Tendency 

This is largely due .to the 
peculiar Japanese  socio-legal 
milieu which consists of a popu- 
lation not accustomed to the 
Anglo-American system of crim- 
inal procedure and the alien 
system imposed on it during the 
postwar reform. 

Under the old system, pattern- 
ed after the continental one, 


.pretrial investigation by a judge 


prior to the filing of a formal 
indictment, brought out suffi- 
cient data on which to decide 
whether or not to indict the 
suspect. Thus, when a man 
was indicted, the chances were 
that he was found guilty, 

Under the 1948 criminal pro- 
cedure law, the prosecution and 
the accused are two contestants 
on an equal basis and they, to- 
gether with the judge, are to 
engage in the joint task of “dis- 
covering the truth” of the case. 

To such a public as the Japa- 
nese, however, it seldom occurs 
that the “truth” discovered, that 
is, what the court finds on the 
basis of the evidence made 
available to it, is far from the 
truth of the matter itself and 
only an approximation and fre- 
quently a very distant one at 
that. 

How could these undesirable 
tendencies then be coped with? 

A radical solution would be 
to revise the criminal procedure 
law in regard to some of its as- 
pects which could be altered 
without impairing the basic 
spirit of the statute designed to 
protect the innocent, 

Alternative Solution 

Barring a possibility of this 
kind, however, the other alter- 
native would be to improve the 
investigative techniques now 
employed by the police and 
prosecutors so as to make their 
cases watertight and ensure a 


tions. Here many an innocent 
commentator has “urged” the 
use of more “scientific investiga- 
tive methods” as though the so- 
called scientific, ie. physico- 
chemical, methods alone would 
do everything to protect the 


rights of the innocent while 
expediting criminal investiga- 
tions, 


There are social factors in Ja- 
pan, however, which prevent 
even a most advanced scientific 
investigation system, for in- 
stance, of the United States, 
from proving most efficient. 
Furthermore, intelligent cri- 
minals can always outsmart 
scientific investigation as it is 
common knowledge today that 
only the most stupid criminal 
would leave any fingerprint at 
the scene of crime. 

What is needed is an in- 
vestigative system of a higher 
order whose ingredients must 
include not only the usual 
scientific techniques but als» the 
use of socio-psychological in- 
sight into the mind of the 
criminals which Japan, not an- 
other society, produces, and 
which must work in Japan, and 
not in another country. 

A constructive way of look- 
ing at the situation would be 
to keep the criminal procedure 
law as it is and regard the 
«restrictions imposed by it on 
criminal investigation as a 
challenge for the development 
of a better system of tracking 
down criminals,

Eiji Otsuka, researcher of the 

Toyo Koatsu Industries Co., was 

recently awarded the Science 

and Technology Agency Director 

Prize for developing a method 


of manufacturing urea. 
The bespectacled winner 
speaks in a nervous tone as 


if he’ constant 
ly is search- 
ing in his mind 
for new ideas, 
Otsuka served 
at the defunct 
Japanese army’s 
fuel depot in 
Balikpapan in 
North Borneo 
immediately af- 
ter graduation go eg 
in 1941 from > [am 
Tokyo Univer- Otsuka 
sity’s chemistry department. In 
1946, he entered the muta 
plant of Toyo Koatsu where he 
was assigned to the duty/of re- 
search on urea resin production, 


The complete circulation 
method he developed uses amo- 
nia as raw material, which 
comes out in the unreacted form 
in the process of urea produc- 
tion. Urea is made from am- 
monia and carbon‘ dioxide. 


The idea had long existed, but 
ammonia was so hard to handle 
that major chemical companies 
in the world were unable to per- 
fect a method for its industriali- 
zation. 


The method developed by 
Otsuka and his fellow-research- 
ers has won praise as a first- 
rate formula of urea production. 
It is patented in Britain. 

According to Otsuka, he has 
worked on a specific assignment 
because his institute is attach- 
ed to the manufacturing firm. 
Says he: “I am very happy that 
I have been able to work on a 
single subject for a decade.” 
“But,” he added wistfully, “I 
wish I could make basic studies 
without having to achieve a tar- 
get. I wanted to stay on at 
the university laboratory dfter 
graduation,” confessed the 40- 
year old researcher.

nt Revolt Internally

HONGKONG—While in other 
Communist countries, rivalry 
has been apparent from time 
to time between the army ana 
the party, this has never been 
so in China: there party rule is 
army rule. The highest com- 
mand of the armed forces is 
the Military Committee which 
exists Inside the Party Central] 
Committee, and all the members 
of the Politbureau are men who 
at one time or another have held 
high positions in the armed 
forces, 


When a year or two ago, a 
certain malaise appeared in the 
army, it was attributed to the 
adoption of the spirit of the 
Soviet Russian Army, and Mar- 
shal Chu Teh recalled the troops 
to the fundamental spirit of the 
Chinese army which, he said, 
consists in the union of the 
officers with the rank and file, 
and union of the army with 
the people, 


More fundamental, perhaps, is 
the penetration of the army by 
the party. Mao Tse-tung, in an 
early pamphlet written in 1928, 
said that one in four of the 
soldiers belonged to the party, 
and something like this propor- 
tion has been maintained to the 
present day, 

In this same pamphlet, Mao 
lays great emphasis on the arm- 
ing of the peasants as auxilli- 
aries of the army in what today 
is called the militia. He in- 
sisted, against oppgsition from 
inside the party, that these 
peasants should be given arms 
and should be trained by the 
army. From this time, these 
irregulars under various names 
~—Red Guards, Young Pioneers, 
Defense Troops, etc.—were a 
permanent feature of the Com- 
munist organization. 

As a rule they worked in 
the fields, they were armed 
primitively with swords and 
spears and an occasional rifle, 
but they supported the Red 
army in various ways, deliver- 
ing letters, searching traitors, 
taking care of wounded and of 
prisoners, but they were not 
vet trained to guerrilla fighting. 
With the flight to Yenan, their 
numbers were naturally much 
reduced but they began to grow 
again and during the Japanese 
War grew rapidly and are said 
to have reached two million by 
1945. 


At this period, the Party gave 


‘increasing attention to the milli- 


tia, sending its best men to train 
them and using them more and 
more for guerrilla warfare and 
for active support of the regular 
troops. With the end of the 
Japanese war, they assumed a 
new importance; their numbers 
soon grew to over five million 
and they were now. used far 
from their native villages and 
in large organized bodies. 


They directed the land reform 
in areas taken over by the 
Communists, harassed the Na- 
tionalist. armies, and fought 
guerrilla engagements in addi- 
tion to their old duties of sup- 
porting the Red army. After 
the liberation the militia were, 
with the army, the main instru- 
ment of the Party in controlling 
the country and eliminating re- 
sistance. They continued to be 
armed and drilled, though real 
military training and firing prac- 
tice seems to have been given 
only to a selected inner corps. 


NEWS ANALYST 
They were told at that time—as 


they are told now—that they 
were being trained to repel 
American invaders, 

When, in 1955, compulsory 


military training was introduc- 
ed for all, many expected the 
militia to be disbanded, but it 
was on the contrary strengthen- 


ed; the Law of Military Service - 


established two reserves, one of 
demobilized soldiers, the other 
of all politically reliable persons 
between the ages of 18 and 40. 

With the bombardment of 
Quemoy in the summer of 1958, 
and under the slogans “Liberate 
Taiwan,” “Resist American ‘Im- 
perialism,” a new development 
of the militia took place: their 
numbers grew to 30 million in 
Szech -n province, to mil- 
lion in Shantung, and so on, 
so that roughly half the popula- 
tion was in the militia and the 
People’s Daily declared that “all 
are soldiers.” 


It was at this time that the 
communes were being formed 
and it is certain that the extra- 
ordinary development of the 
militia was not unconnected 
with the communes. We have 
an indication of what was hap- 
pening in a People’s Daily report 
that in Shansi province the 
number of the militia was four 
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million, the number of the “basic ~ 


militia” 300,000, and the number 
of those who had some shooting 
practice was 39,000. 


The December decision on the 
communes declared: “Militia 
organizations must be set up 
parallel to production organiza- 
tions in the people's communes 
- « . The militia must be equip- 
ped with necessary Weapons 
produced on the spot by the 
local weapons factories. The 
basic units of the militia should 
undergo military training ac- 
cording to a set schedule while 
the ordinary militia-men will 
be trained in free time between 
work: these are the means to 
turn the whole nation into soldi- 
ers.” 


The army officer, Gen, Fu, in 
charge of this miitia wrote: 
“Attention is required that the 
weapons fo the militia may be 
in the hands of trustworthy 
militia men” and “The leaders 
of the militia must be chosen 
from among the better Commu- 
nist party members.” 


It is then quite clear that the 
words “all are soldiers” do not 
mean that all the adult popula- 
tion are trained for modern 
warfare, still less that all are 
armed; what they do mean is 
that all are regimented and 
under military discipline. The 
presence of the militia in the 
villages and in each commune 
is a very essential element to 
note in a study of the commune 
system: in the past it has often 
been emphasized that the role 
of the militia is to suppress 
counter-revolutionaries, i.e. to 
suppress any opponents of the 
policy of the party. 

The arms made in “local 
weapon factories” would not be 
atomic weapons, but, such as 
they are, care has been taken 


that they should be in the 
hands of politically reliable peo- 
ple. The main purpose of this - 


armec “basic militia” is evident- 
ly to prevent a revolt inside the 
country; the fact that this pre- 
caution’ is considered necessary 
shows that a revolt is not an 
impossibility.

budget, the Cabinet Council did 
its utmost to follow the interna- 
tional trend toward free trade 
as well as to meet a possible 
large increase in requirement 
for imports, 


‘The new budget ‘ provided 
ample supplies of foreign ex- 
change for import of key raw 
materials. Exceptions were 
restrictions placed on heavy 
oil, iron-steel raw materials 
and rice. In the case of 
the first two items, the re- 
strictions were respectively for 
the relief of the depressed 
domestic coal mining industry 
and for restraining undue com- 
petition among domestic iron- 
steel makers. The rice import 
curb came for the reason that 
Japan continued to have a 
bumper rice crop. 

The introduction of trade lib- 
eralization was pledged from 
the next budget, if not imme- 
diately. The budget put the 
total for free imports through 
the automatic approval (A-A) 
system at only $670 million, 
just $40 million over the pre- 
ceding half year. But transfer 
of not only many items of mer- 
chandise of secondary impor- 
tance, but even some key com- 
modities to the A-A system, was 
promised. Such goods included 
lauan lumber, copper alloy 
scrap (from next January), 150 
other items including cotton 
linters, pulp and cement, some 
finished goods including Ca- 
meras and transistor radios, 
and such key commodities as 
wool and nickel ore. 

A total of 150 items of raw 
materials and producer goods, 
hitherto imported under the 
foreign currency allocation sys- 
tem, are to be transferred to the 
list of merchandise to be im- 
ported unde the automatic ap- 
proval formula starting Oct. 1. 

The. International Trade and 
Industry Ministry announced 
that the import of finished 
goods will gradually be made 
free from the second half of 
this year after adjusting com- 
petition with domestic goods. 

oods to be transferred anew 
to the automatic import list are: 

To the main list will be added 
28 items whose import values 
are usually large such as cotton 


linter pulp, vinylon fabrics, 
quick lime, slaked lime, build- 
ing stones (excepting granite), 
construction materials made of 
cement and wooden screws. 

To the separate list will be 
added 124 items whose import 
values are usually small such 
as polvethylene-terephthalic 
film, polypropylene, phthalic 
anhydride and carbon desulfide. 

An increase was made in the 
amount of funds set aside for 
overseas trips to $16 million, $3. 
million over the amount allocat- 
ed in the first half of the cur: 
rent year. 

The Government is now con- 
sidering relaxation of control 
on foreign trips by Japanese 
nationals. 

Meanwhile, the Government, 
in announcing the foreign cur- 
rency budget estimated that Ja- 
pan’s international accounts 
during the fiscal year would 
register a real, not nominal, 
excess of $200 million in re- 
ceipts over payments. 

The estimated $200 million ex- 
cess comprises $110 million for 
the first half-year (April-Sep- 


tember) and $90 million for the 
second half-year. 

The Government also esti- 
mated that the foreign curren- 
cy reserves in the hands of the 
Government and the Bank of 
Japan, amounting to an esti- 
mated $1,205 million at the end 
of this month, would be boost- 
ed to $169 million during the 
second half-year to $1,374 mil- 
lion at the end of next March. 

The estimated real excess of 
$200 million in receipts over 
payments was based on the cal- 
culation that Japan during fis- 
cal- 1959 would receive $4,000 
million and pay $3,800 million. 

The estimated $4,000 million 
figure for receipts is broken 
down to $3,250 million from ex- 
ports, $450 million from U.S. 
special procurements and $300 
million in invisible trade. The 
$3,800 million in payments take 
in $3,150 million for imports 
and $650 million in invisible 
trade.
